And though there may be 
ſome exceptions here, as under other ge- 
neral rules; yet it is not improbable, that 
theſe may be much fewer in the preſent 
caſe, than is commonly ſuppoſed.

In the language of David, 


every man at his beſt eſtate, is altoge- 


e ther vanity.” In the language af Solo- 
mon, „Whatſoever thy hand findeth to 
„do, do it with thy might; for there is 
„ no work —in the grave whither thou 
<« goeſt For man alſo knoweth not his 
<«« time; as the fiſhes that are taken in an 
<« evil net,” &c. And again, Remember 
ce now thy Creator in the days of thy youth, 
while the evil days come not.”—In the 


language of St. Peter, „All fleſh is as 


60 graſs, and all the glory of man, as the 


« flower of graſs: the graſs withereth, and 
< the flower thereof falleth away; but the 
<« word of the Lord endureth forever.” 


And in the words of St. James, well wor- 


thy the attention of all, and particularly of 

thoſe of you, who are warmly engaged in 

my nne traffic and merchandize;

You ſee . my young bratigeng the 
infinite importance, not only in general of 
being ſober- minded, but of being ſd iththe- 
diately, without any delay; as for many 
other reaſons that have been mentioned, ſo 
particular for this, that you have no fe- 
eurity ſor another day, hour or moment. 
This being the caſe, how extremely fooliſh 
and dangerous is it to depend upon living 
many years ! To- day then, as the Holy 
Ghoſt ſaithy even while it is called to-day, 
harden not your hearts; leſt to-morrow 
ſhould not be a day of ſalvation, but of 
perdition to you! O that you were all 
wiſe; that you underſtood this, and duly 
conſidered your latter end! 11 vou knew

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how frail you are, and numbered your days 
_ aright, it would be morally impoſſible for 
you, not to apply your hearts to that fa- 
Jutary wiſdom and e to which you 
are exhorted. 


It may be uſeful to you, my young we 
æhren, if Lhere ſubjoin ſome ſhort counſels 
and cautions of a mixed nature; though 
divers of them may perhaps be near akin te 

ſome that are contained in the foregoing 
_ diſcourſes; and others only adorn 
| And, 


_ 3 of 4rreligiqus, deiſtical books 
and men; leſt you ſhould be deluded by 
them to your ruin. Some there are in all 
ages, who, like the old ſerpent, though 

far leſs ſubtle, © lye in wait to deceive.” 
There are many, who being either men of 
groſly depraved and profligate morals, can- 
not endure the reſtraints of religion; or 
elſe men of uncommon pride, affectation 
and vanity, ſet themſelves up as champions 
bor infidelity. Theſe latter, not knowing

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how to diſtinguiſh themſelves as their am- 
bition prompts them, by fair and Jaudable 
means, engage warmly in this black cauſe | 
of impiety ; aſſuming to themſelves the airs 
and importance of men of uncommon pe- 
netration and ſagacity, merely on the cre- 
dit of AFFECTING to know more than 
others, and of contradicting what all the 
wiſeſt and beſt-men in the world have be- 
| lieved. And how very knowing and learned 
muſt theſe gentlemen be, who have clearly 
diſcovered the errors and deluſions at leaſt, 
perhaps the knavery, of thoſe perſons, who 
have been in all ages the moſt celebrated 
for wiſdom, virtue and piety ! What pro- 
found geniuſes? what enlightened, clarified 
and ſublime ſouls muſt theſe ſages have, 
who have ſo clearly detected the impoſture, 
or the folly and groſs ignorance of Moſes, 
Solomon and the prophets; of Jesus 
CHRisT. and the apoſtles; of all our 
Boyles, Lockes, Clarkes, Newtons, But- 
lers, Hoadleys, Chandlers, Sherlocks, &c, 
ec. ? Theſe muſt be very ſagacious gentle- 
men indeed ! And how benevolent, mag- 
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nanimous and glorious their attempts to 
undeceive mankind, and to deliver the 
world from the errors, the ſuperſtitions, 
and monſtrous notions about religion, 
taught by ſuch perſons — What an ample 
field was here for the heroic exploits, and 
imaginary triumphs of vanity in a, Col- 
lins, a Woolſton and a Tindal; in a 
Shaftſbury and a Morgan, a Chub and a 
Bolingbroke ?—But it is, in effect, of ſuch 
men as theſe, of their ſophiſtical writings, | 
declamations and documents, that Solomon 
counſels you to beware, ſaying, <* Ceaſe, 
“ my Son, to hear the inſtruction that 
< cauſeth to err from the words of know- 
6 ledge,” 


2. Give your minds and attention chiefly 
to plain things in religion ; to the obvious 
doctrines and duties of it; ſuch as are in- 
diſputable, and ſuch as all chriſtians are, 
and ever were agreed in. For theſe are, 
without doubt, of the greateſt importance; 
and on the belief and practice of them, 
more eſpecially, does your preſent and fu-

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ture happineſs depend, It cannot be ſup-- 


poſed, that the allwiſe, good and merofful 
God, has made the eternal ſalvation of 
men depend upon abſtruſe ſpeculations, or 

things difficult to be underſtood. Hiſtory 
informs us that CALTGULA, one” of the 
moſt cruel and infamous of the Roman 
Emperors, commanded his ediQts, laws and 
orders to be written in ſuch ſmall, "obſcure 


characters, and then fixed up fo high, that 


it was next to impoſſible for people in ge- 


| eral ta read and underſtand them, that 
they might know his Majeſty's pleaſure. 


This he is ſaid to have done, on purpoſe to 
enſnare his ſubjects; that he mipht have 
an opportunity to imbrue his hands in their 
blood as malefactors, under colour of law 
and juſtice. It is ſaid of Bas1L1Des, an- 
other infamous tyrant, that he would often 
impoſe the moſt unreaſonable and imprac- 
ticable commands on his ſubjects; for ex- 
ample, chat he would require One to bring 


him a pint, or large quantity of his ſweat in 


A veſſe}, on a cold froſty morning; - and 


another, to bring him a great number of 
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fleas chained together in a particular mans 
ner, at a ſeaſon, or in a country, wherein 
no fleas were to be found; and the like: 
and then put them to death for diſobe- 
fience. It is faid of PROCRUSTES, an in- 
famons robber and petty tyrant, that he 
would, with great apparent kindneſs, con» 
deſcenſion and humanity, invite people to 
lodge at his palace or caſtle ; and then cut 
off the feet and legs of ſome who were too 
tall, and ſtretch and torture others who 
were too ſhort, to make chem juſt as long 
as the bed prepared for them. Now, the 
repreſentations often given us of God's 
dealings with men, ſuppoſe him to be really 
no better than an ALMIGHTY Caligula, 
Baſilides or Procruftes ; or rather, to have 
all their particular bad qualities, and pe- 
culiar caprices united in himſelf, Thus do 
| fome, though J hope ignorant]y, blaſpheme 
the all-wiſe, good and merciful God! Be 
all ſuch impious conceptions of him far 
from you, as it js from the Almighty that 
he ſhould do wickedly, or pervert juſtice or 
judgment! Vou may be affured that all of 
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you, who ſincerely deſire to know and ts 
do his will, in order to your eternal hap- 
pineſs, may both know and do it, as far as 
is neceſſary to that end, by means of the 
light, help and grace which he affords to 
them that ſeek him. The truth and will 
of God, as far as your ſalvation is con- 
cerned in knowing it, is not obſcurely or 
darkly, but clearly revealed; ſo that“ he 
<« that runs may read :” and the path of 
life, to an honeſt mind, is ſo plain, that 
the way-faring men, though fools, can 
< hardly err therein.” There. are how- 
ever, doubtleſs, ſome things in the word of 
God, hard to be underſtood.” Neither, 
when I adviſe you to attend chiefly to thoſe 
that are plain and eaſy, do I mean that you 
' ſhould not, as far as may be, acquaint 
yourſelves with the whole truth revealed ; 
ic that ye may ſtand perfect, and complete 
cc in the will of God.“ 


3. You ſhould always interpret the 
more obſcure and difficult parts of ſcrip- 


ture, in conſiſtence with thoſe that are 
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plain. You' ſhould rather forever confeſs 
your ignorance of the former, than under- 
ſtand them in a ſenſe repugnant to the 
latter; and then torture theſe plain ones, 


to make them agree with obſcure ones Mis- 
* UNDERSTOOD. This has been a very com- 
mon practice; particularly in ſome famous 
theological © controverſies that might be 
mentioned: in which ſome zealous cham- 
pions for -unſcriptural myſteries, have in- 
deed ſhewn a wonderful | dexterity at 
« darkening counſel by words. without 
«© knowledge.” 


4. If any of y6u ſhould have leiſure and 
inclination to acquaint yourſelves with the 
ſtate of thoſe controverſies, which now ſub- 
ſiſt in the chriſtian ' world; whether con- 
cerning doctrines, modes of - worſhip, or 
eccleſiaſtic order and polity; you ſhould do 
It rather with a view to your private infor- 
mation and ſatisfaction, and for the regula- 
tion of your own conduct, than that you 


may be qualified for holding a diſputation 


upon theſe ſubjects. At leaſt, if you ſhould 
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Aoquire-apy; kill or ability in controverſy, 
times even amang the zealous fathers of 
the church, ended in murderous thrufts 
and blood: I fay, if you ſhould acquire any 
ill in this art, you ſhould rather uſe it 
only upon occaGon, in your own neceſſary 
defence when attacked, (as honeſt and 
peaceable men ſometimes do ſwords) than 


Aut it about with you to aflail, or terrify 


Athers. It is ſeldom that any good, and of- 
ten that much miſchief, comes of this kind 
of contraverſy; whether you call it play- 
ang, fencing or fighting: and, to “ ſhew 
out af 2 good converſation your works 
e with meekneſs of wiſdom,” will be much 
more te your-honor-and advantage, than 
the greateſt err ee e eee

mion in ſome reſpeRs, from moſt of thoſe 
among whom you live; a degree of cautian 
and reſerve may be prudent, expedient, 
nnd nat ineenſiſtent with chriſtian ſimpli- 
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efty, ot godly ſincerity + eſpecially if = 
difference is not very important in its na- 
ture. Men in a private ſtation, and pati. 
cularly young men, have no call te- tell the 
whole world their particular opinions; and 
much leſs, to make it a buſineſs to difpute 
about them. By doing ſos ſome have hurt 


their own intereſt very effentially, without 


doing the leaſt good to others: eſpecially | 
in times and places, wherein bigotry,” 2 
party-ſpirit, enthuſtaſm and: cenorivuſheſs 
have prevailed. You will find this very fa- 
lutary counſel, if it ſhould HEREAFTER be 
your lot to live in any country, where fuck 
an abominable, antichtiſtian ſpirit in the 
common people, is rather encouraged than 
diſcountenanced by many perſons in autho- 
rity, and by numbers bf the leading clergy, 
—by ſome, through Ser. and a Zeat 
not accarding to know age; and by others, 
from political, avaritious, and worldly mo- 


| tives: neither of. which is an uncommon OY 


caſe in this evil world. But it is not the 
intent of any thing which I have ſaid, to 
adviſe you againſt ever entering inte con- 
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verſation upon diſputed points. Occaſion- 
ally to open your minds freely, and to diſ- 
courſe upon them with people of candor 


and moderation, whom you know ; not in 


the controverſial way, for vanity or victory, 
but merely for the ſake of receiving or giv- 


ing information: this, I ſay, may be at 
once very agreeable and edifying to you. 


But remember, there are comparatively but 


few perſons, to whom your minds can be 
thus laid open, with ee and ſafety.

8 At all times avoid, as far as poſlible, 


entering into any kind of religious diſpute 


with a hot enthuſiaſt, or with any of thoſe 


perſons, whoſe brains are half- turned with 


ſyſtematical divinity; and whoſe Ax GRY 
PASSIONS are apparently engaged in de- 
fending the j jargon, either of ancient ſym- 
bols, or of more modern confeſſions of 
faith; all, of human invention, and ſome 
of them antiſcriptural. Would you think 


either to convince ſuch men, foaming 


out their own ſhame,” or even to allay 


their intemperate heat, clamor and railing, 
by reaſoning with them ;—by ſober argu- 
ment !—At leaſt, firſt try your talent at 
reaſoning ſome other way. For example; 
try it firſt on a whirlwind ; then on the ca- 
taracts of Niagara, and next on the fiery | 
eruptions of Veſuvius, Stromboli and Et- 
na. If the experiment ſucceeds; if you 
can ſuſpend the fury and rage of all theſe, 
by the force of your reaſoning ; you will 
then have ſome encouragement to make 
trial of it upon ſuch men as the foaming 
_ enthuſiaſt, and the flaming bigot; other- 
wiſe it is beſt for you to leave them to 
God, and endeavour to be, and keep so- 
BER yourſelves. | 
7. Avoid all oftentation in religion. Do 
nothing from a ſpirit of vain-glory ; eſpe- 
cially nothing that has any relation to re- 
ligion ; but every thing, in lowlineſs of 
mind. Neither affect to appear righteous 
unto men; but endeavour to do your duty 


in all reſpects, as in the ſight of God who 


trieth your hearts. Be not righteous 
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e oyer- much; neither make yourſelves 
* oer-wiſe: why ſhould you deſtroy your- 
« ſelves s ? Every thing that is ſhewy, 
affected and oftentatious in religion; or 
done with an apparent deſign to make 
people think the doer very ſcrupulous, con- 
ſcientious, and eminently pious, is highly 
diſguſtful to perſons of true wiſdom and pe- 
netration; and, which is far more, highly 
oſfenſive to God, who dwelleth with, and 
delighteth in, them that are of a _— 
nne and contrite ſpirit. 


3 ok > a common vice, . 
none of the leaſt. People are often aſhamed 
of their duty; ſometimes, only leſt fools 
ſhould laugh at and deride them for doing 
it; and ſometimes, perhaps, leſt others 
ſhould think they have not ſhame and mo- 
deſty enough. To be aſhamed, in any 
| exe, of what is right, and fit to be done, 
and from that. principle to omit it, is real

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Impudence, and of the worſt kind; becauſe 
it is offending God, through baſhfulneſs 
with regard to man. To be ſure, never be 
aſhamed of your Saviour, „or of his 
& words ;” but confeſs both before men on 
all proper occaſions ; left he ſhould alſo be 
aſhamed of you, when he cometh in the 
glory of his . with the holy angels. 


9. Reſt not ſatisfied with any piofeſlion | 
of religion, or in any ſuperticial reformation 
of manners: reſt in nothing ſhort of Jeſus 
Chriſt, through faith that worketh by love, 
and which includes that new birth, and 
new creature, ſpoken of in ſcripture. Every 
thing ſhort of this, will leave you deſtitute 

of chriſtian ſobriety; and therefore, in a 
ſtate of ſin, guilt and death. Beſides, un- 
feigned faith in Chriſt as the redeemer of 
ſinners, purity of heart, and a ſupreme love 
to God, are neceflary in order to your 
having any true delight in his ſervice, and 
enjoying the comforts of religion, or of the 
Holy Ghoſt, in this world. Religion will 


be rather a burthen, an uneaſy reſtraint to 
Vor.

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you, than your happineſs and delight, if 
you have no more of it than the form. She 


beſtows not her comforts, her divine joys, 
but on them that ſincerely love her, em- 


brace her with their whole heart, and yield 
themſelves up unreſervedly to her heavenly 


are divided betwixt God and the world, 
they will be miſerably torn, and tortured ;; 
you will be in doubts, in fears and dark- 


neſs. But once give up all; renounce

upon your oN iniquity; upon the fin that 


moſt eaſily beſets you, upon your conſtitu- 


tional, and moſt beloved luſt. All people 
in general have, either originally from na- 
ture, or from the —— of their 
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education, employment, or ſtation in lifes 
ſome ſuch favorite luſt or paſſion z which is 
to them as a right hand, or a right eye: 
they know not how to part with it, till 
they are born of the Spirit; ſo dear is it to 
them. And even then, it is not always fo 
far conquered, as to be upon the ſame level 
with other vices. The dethroned tyrant, 
that once reigned without controul, loſes 
not all his power at once; but often 
ſtruggles to regain his former empire in the 
heart. In ſome perſons this tyrant is anger, 
in others envy; in others avarice, in others 
vanity or pride, in others uncleanneſs, in 
others intemperance in meat and drink ; 


and ſo on. And whatever your own pre- 


dominant paſſion is, you are reſpectively to 
keep a particular eye upon it. Till you 
have in ſome meaſure got the maſtery of it, 
you are not to imagine yourſelves CHRIS 
TIANS: this is your particular trial, and a 
touch- ſtone of your ſincerity towards God. 


But to draw near to the concluſion of 
| this diſeourſe and ſubjeQ together: I have,

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in the ſimplicity of my heart, been taking 
conſiderable pains to give you ſuch inſtrue- 
tions, counſels and warnings ; and to lay 
before you ſuch motives to ſobriety, as are 
agreeable to the word of God ; all, with a 
ſincere view to your temporal and eternal 
good. I have borne it upon my own mind 
all along, that I am accountable to God 
for whatever I deliver to you as his word 
and will, and your duty to believe and 
practiſe: and that, if I wilfully or know- 
ingly deliver to you any thing contrary 
| thereto, teaching for doctrines the com- 
mandments of men; ] do it at the utmoſt 
peril of my own perdition. Let me re- 
mind you, on the other hand, my young 
trethren, that you are alſo accountable to 
God, our common ſovereign, for the re- 
ception which you give to his word and 
commandments, made known to you ; and, 
that if you wilfully diſregard or neglect 
them, yaur peril will be equally great. 1 


mherefore beſeech, as well as exhort you, to 


de ſober- minded. Lou will, probably, be 
ker 23 better or the worſe in the end, 
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for my diſcourſes to you upon this ſubject: 

which of them it ſhall be, depends, under 
God, upon yourſelves ; upon your remem- 
bring and obſerving, or forgetting and ne- 
glecting, what has been ſaid to you 
agreeably to the holy ſcriptures.

the Holy Ghoſt, that in this reſpect at leaſt 
I am innocent; clear from the blood of 
you and all men, whether old or young. 
See, my beloved brethren, See that you 
give ſuch a reception to the real, the un- 
doubted doctrines and precepts of the goſ- 
pel, that you may, in reſpec of your own 
PRACTICE, have the like comfortable wit- 
neſs of your conſcience, and boldneſs in 
the day of judgment ; leſt, otherwiſe, you 
mould be condemned with the world.

O Thou who waſt, and ot; and art to 
come ; the ſame from everlaſting to ever- 
laſting ! behold, thou haſt made their days 
2s an handbreadth, and their age is as no- 
thing before thee. Cauſe them there- 
fore, whole life is as a vapour, as a 
flower, as a poſt that hafteth by; O cauſe 
them to know their end, and the meaſure | 
of their days what it is; that, conſidering 
how frail they are, they may remember thee 
in the days of their youth; that they may 
even now apply their hearts unto wiſdom, 
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and for the time to come, be een 
ef to thy word. |

Perfect the good work 1 0 begun in

And grant, O heavenly, 
moſt holy and moſt gracious Father! grant 
that th y unworthy ſervant, having preached 
to others, may not himſelf be a caſt-away !
